TUE LATE DISTURBANCES. 

We are happy to learn that there is to be a judicial enquiry 
into the causes of the disgraceful occurrences that tuok place 
in this city during the three days of the election, and that 
the promoters of them will probably be brought to light. For 
the authors, we neod only go to the leaders of the Meeting 
at the Exchange on Monday last, where the Bankites resolv- 
ed to shut up their shops during the election, in order, as the 
Post well expresses it, ** to overawe the laboring classes of the 
community—to plant a guard at the polls to spy into the bal- 
lots of men dependent on the merchants for their bread—to 
draw acordon of clerks round the ballot boxes, to intimidate 
citizens—to carry out to the last point the principle of pro. 
scription on which they had previously acted with such aris- 


’ 


tocratic insolence,” which fool hardy resolution they carried 
into effect, and then, worse, asseinbled at Masonic Hall, and, 
under the miserable pretence of * pres rving the peace,” pass- 
ed inflammatory resolutions, in compliance with which they 
sent bands of their emissaries every morning to the Sixth 
Ward polls, with a view, there is reason to believe, of produ- 
cing evon more sanguinary occurrences than those which ac- | 
tually took place. The conduct of these men plainly shows 
the pernicious influence which their connection with the 
aristocracy, the Rothschilds and the Barings, of monarchical | 
Europe, through the means of monied and trading monopo. | 
lies, has on our liberties, and clearly evinces the necessity of | 
upholding the President's measures for breaking up that con. 


nection. 


The following account of the occurrences above alluded to, | 
is from the Standard. At tha same time that it is more full | 
than tho account we have already given, it corroborates that 
account in every essential particular. 


The first act in the mad drama which the opposition have 
played, was a resolution to close the stores of the merchants | 
during the three days of the election. ‘This act was unprece- 
dented. During the fiercest contests of former political strug. | 
gles, party madness never dreamed of such a course, and fearful | 
forebodings were made by all classes of unprejudiced men, of | 
the disastrous consequences that must ensue from dismissing 
from their daily labor, and employing at the polls for no other | 
purpose than that of political coercion, thousands of indi- | 
viduals dependent for bread on the breath of their employers, 
and cajoled, by promises, or overawed by threats, to vote for 
the candidates supported by their task-masters. ‘These fore- 
bodings were fearfully realized. 

Un the first day, in all the wards except one, there were, 
notwithstanding the warmth with which the election was con- | 
tested, few acts that could be construed into 1. breach of the 
peace ; on the afternoon of that day a disturbance took place 
nearthe 6th Ward Poll. It is well known that a large 
number of the inhabitants of that ward are naturalized Irish- 
men, a class of citizens easily excited, and prompt to revenge 
an insult. An individual of the opposition party had, during 
the day, openly offered forty dollars for any Irishman’s vote, 
and had made use of every term of taunt and contumely that 
could provoke aggression from the Jackson democrats as- 
sembled in that vicinity. ‘Towards the close of the afternoon 
&scurrilous and inflammatory paper was read in the hearing 
of the same class of our citizens, in which they and their 
candidates were grossly libelled. ‘The consequence was an 
interchange of hard werds, and blows soon followed. The | 
struggle was between a few individuals, several of whom 
were slightly injured, and had the matter stopped here, the 
scenes of riot and bloodshed which were enacted during the 
two preceding days would have been avoided. 

A meeting of the opposition was held the same evening at 

asonic Hall. Several individuals who had been engaged in 
the Sixth Ward scuffle presented themselves at that mecting, 
the slight personal injuries they had received were magnified, 
and it was represented that they had narrowly escaped as. 
Sassination. Inflammatory appeals were made to the audience, 
and it was resolved that there should be a general rallying of 
the citizens the next morning to attend the Sixth Ward poll. 
Ihe Courier & Enquirer of the following day, came out with 
#u article, calculated to rouse the worst passions of an ex- 
cited multitude, and to rouse them to acts not alone of law- 
lessness and violence, but of blood—and calling upon the op- 
posstion to assemble at Masonic Hall immediately for the pur- | 
pose of attending the Sixth Ward poll. In pursuance of this | 
call, several hundred citigeng of the opposition marched in a |

tribunal. The second day passed by without further commotion. | 
On the morning of the third day, a disturbance took place 
more serious, more dangerous to the lives of our citizens, and 
more disgraceful to the character of those engaged in it, than 
ever before occurred in the annals of our city. As the ship of 
the opposition was passing in front of Masonic Hall, a few 
boys raised a shout in favor of Lawrence. An inhabitant of 
the 6th ward, an Irishman, who was in front of the Masonic 
Hall, wags attacked and severely bruised. After managing 
to escape from the scuffle, ho ran immediately to Duane street 
and called on his friends in that street to defend him from 
further violence. Several hundreds were immediately on the 
The persons who were in possession 
of Masonic Hall, and filled the steps of that building, some of 
whom had made this brutal assault on an unoffending man, 
were armed with clubs. ‘The same weapons were in the 
hands of many of the individuals from the 6th Ward, and a 
fight ensued in which hundreds were engaged. Bricks and 


| other dangerous missiles were thrown from the windows of 


the Hall, upon, those below, and were also thrown by these in 
the street at the transparencies—one of which was slightly 
injured. ‘The battle increased, and raged for some minutes 
with great violence. Intelligence of the fray was promptly 
communicated tothe Mayor, who ordered out the watchmen 
of the various districts to quell the disturbance. Unfortu- 
nately they neglected to dress themselves in their usual 
exuipments, and when mingled with the immense crowd, 
their objects were mistaken by the contending parties, and 
many of them were severely wounded. While this affuir wae 
going on in front of Masonic Hall. a large number of indivi- 
duals of the opposition party rushed to the arsenal, forced the 


with muskets, which they loaded svith ball cartridges. ‘They 
were followed by a numerous body of citizens, who also arm. 
ed, and formed themséives into a guard for the protection of 
the arsenal. 

The Mayor shortly arrived and addressed the armed body, 
and the thousands of citizens who were assembled without 
the walls. The arms were returned to their place of deposite, 
and quiet was again restored. A body of troops were soon 
after ordered out to preserve the Arsenal, the multitude dis- 
persed, and no further scenes of riot or disorder took p!ace.

citement which had become geneéral had reached a fearful 
height. It was anticipated that further disturbances would 
take place in the afternoon and evening, and the civil autho- 
rities called upon the soldiery to be in readiness. ‘The troops 
which had been stationed at the Arsenal yard, remained at 
their post, and in the evening a body of four or five compa- 


| nies of infantry were stationed at the Exchange, and remained 
| there till daylight. 


It was feared by the Police that the 
evening would not pass by without scenes of violence and 
tumult, and every measure was devised by which the peace of 
the city and the protection of its inhabitants might be pre- | 
serve". 

Here, as far as we havebeen able to learn, ended the com. 
motion and uproar which characterised the three days of the 


, election. 


Since writing the above, our reporter has obtained the fol- 
lowing names of persons wounded in the affair, front of Ma- 
sonic Ha!]: 


Cartsin Stewart of the first watch district, badly cas on 


| the left side of the head ; Captain Manson, of the same district, 


shockingly injured—all his ribs broken, and his left arm frac- 
tured in two places—his skull horribly fractured, and his face 
much cut; Captain Seaman, of the second watch district, 
cut in the head; a watchman named Styles, mortally wound- 
ed ; Col. Fleet, assistant to Captain Munson, severely hurt ; 
Captain Stagg, of the third watch district, much hurt ; 
Messrs. Otterwell, Sinclair, Blunt, and ten or fifteen watch- 
men wounded ; besides Messrs. Joseyh L. Hays, Hantington, 
Dunshec, Police officers ; and Messrs. Walsh and Somerin. 
dyke, constables. 





Among the atrocities committed by the infuriated partisans of the Bank 
yesterday, was the following. Burney Scannel, living at No. 10 Centre 
street, Was standing, about 8 o'clock last evening, on the pavement opposite 
Masonic Hall, looking in the direction of that building, when he heard the 
Teport of a pistol or musket from the Hall, and immediately found himself 
wounded in several places. Scanne!, as we are informed, was standing 
peaceably in the street, neither provoking nor expecting violence, when the 
bloody outrage was committed. The following statement has been Land 
ed 8 

We, Thomas McGlaughlin and John McGuire, have brought B. Scannel 
before Dr. Sweeney, Pearl street, and have viewed his wounds, and find 
that he has received three wounds, one in the thigh, two inches deep, and 


| two on the right shoulder. and that a ball has been extracted by said Dr. 


Sweeney, in the house of William White, coruer of Centre and Peart 
streets. Mr. Scannel states that these shots came from Masonic Hall, and 
said Scamwmel is still sulfering from their effects. 

James McKee, who lives at 111 Anthony street, in the Sixth Ward, was 
passing peaceably along Broadway, about 12 o'clock yesterday, when he 
was setupon by one Mabbitt, who struck him in the face. One Harring 
ton, a butcher, notorious for his violence, then fell upon him, and, aided 
by a number others, attempted to fell him to the earth. Some of the Jack 
son party then interfered and liberated McKee, who otherwise would pro 
bably have been murdered 

It is the remark of every strictly impartial man we have conversed with, 
that the adopted citizens of the sixth ward conducted themselves through 
out the late disturbance with remarkable forbearance. They have been 
most shamefully maligned. Let them continue to act with moderation 
and forbearance. and all will be right in a very shorttime. The force of 
truth will certainly prevail over the efforts of calumny and falsehood, 


It should be borne in mind that no riots or disorders of any kind worth 
noting occurred in any ward, except that one where the Bank party turned 
out, in marshalled array, ‘‘ to keep order.”"—Evening Post.

fected by this monopoly of their right of choice, declaring it 
to be our positive determination to resist, to the utmost of our | 
abilities, this assault upon our dear-bought rights and privi- | 
leges of “‘life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness,” hoping, 
that we shall not be disappointed in our efforts to regain and !

ON BANKING. 

I have long wished for an opportunity to express my ideas 
on Banking in a public manner, because I have found that most 
of those persons that I have conversed with on the subject, ap- 
peared to know little about it, and were wholly unconscious of 
any iniquity in the origin of Banks, and unapprehensive of any 
mischievous effects to follow in their establishment, beyond 


ally by their bankruptcy, and least of all did they apprehend 
that Banks could be prejudicial to the Nation at large. I pro- 
pose then to speak of them under these three heads, and first 
as to their origin. 

A few men of wealth agree together to apply to the Legis- 
lature of the State in which they live, to grant them an act 
of incorporation with Banking privileges, which among 
other things authorizes the company to issue their promis- 
sory notes as money, and to receive thereon an interest not 


most cases to issue their notes to three times the amount of 


real estate as security for the loans it makes to individuals. The 
charter of the Banks generally provides that the amount of the 
capital, for which the Bank was chartered, should be subscribed 
for and paid in specie. A charter of this kind being obtained, 
the public are invited to take shares in it, and those shares are 
called Stock. Sometimes a Bank is allowed to go into opera- 
tion when a small part of the Stock is paid in, say only 10 or 
15 per cent., and thus giving tine to the subscribers to fill up 
their shares at their convenience ; such subscribers pledging 
their Stock with the Bank for its security as to the balance of 
the Stock to be called in. 

The Bank goes into operation and professes to lend money to 
| all who are in need of it. But do they lend money? 
| they lend their promises to pay money when called for. Now, 
| is it not evident, that if any Bank should issue its notes to 

three times or even twice the amount of its capital, that such 
| notes are not the representative of money—they are only the 





| their face to be. This, then, is one feature of the imposition 
practised on the public in the establishment of a Bank. Ano- 
‘ Bank an interest of twice or three times the amount of the capi- 

tal of the Bank. The public are injured to this extent; and 


who is benefited? the Stock holders, who receive from 12 to | 


| 18 per cent. per annum on their money invested in the Bank, 
instead of the legal interest of 6 per cent., and this on the sup- 
| position that the Stock is fully paid up, and when that is not 
the case they are receiving a proportionably greater rate of 
| interest. The idea of a Bank, imposes on the public, and leads 
| the public to think that the transactions of a Bank are all fair 
and just because they are authorized by law. That they are 
| not so I think is manifested by preceding statement of facts. 
| This false confidence in Banks leads many to take their notes 
| a8 money and to mortgage their farms for that which at best 
| represents only a part of what it purports to be—namely, mo- 
| ney. 
the notes he has borrowed his farm is forfeited to the Bank ;— 
by a series of operations of this kind the Bank either becomes 
| possessed of an immense real estate, or by the sale of such 
real estate becomes possessed of a largely increased capital, 
| and thus also has it in its power to accumulate in its vaults the 
greater part of the money (gold and silver) that is circulating 
| in its neighborhood. 
| Another deceptive evil of a Bank is this, that the Bank 
Notes being taken and used by the public as money, the cir- 
culation of such money is increased in a two or threefold pro- 
| portion according as the Bank issues its notes, hence the rise 
of provisions and of every marketable article. This state of 
things, it is true, is advantageous to the farmer in the first 
instance, and in the same proportion is detrimental to the 
laborer, who is never able to get a proportionate increase in 
his wages, let the price of provisions rise as they may. Tle is 
consequently progressively depressed, he is unable to save any 
thing from his earnings to enable him to educate his chil. 
| dren, they are consequently brought up in ignorance and at 
last become pests in society, or the inmates of the country 
| house to be maintained at the public expense. Such is the 
nature of Banking, and such are some of its lamentable ef. 
| fects. Other evils follow directly in train; the universal 
spread of Bank Notes and the readiness of the people to use 
| them, induces the idle but ingenious artists of the country to 


| counterfeit them, and as the people at large, especially the | 


poor, are not able to distinguish the counterfeit from the ge- 
nuine bills, they become losers to a very considerable amount. 
| The amount thus put in circulation in addition to the genuine 
bills still helps to augment the evil I have before spoken of. 
| Another evil which often results to the community is from 
the failure of the Banks themselves to pay their promises, and 
as the Banks generally issue sinall bills and these bills are 
| paid to laborers for their wages, the loss generally falls hea- 
viest on this class of people, and hence to them is a further 
cause of their depression. To what cause to attribute the 
| failure of Banks is not at present the question, but the same 
unprincipled mind that could first originate a Bank, would 
| not scruple to make his advantage of any plausible show to 
| discontinue a scheme which he no longer found profitable, 


| nor to deccive the public with falee representations cf the | 


| affairs of the Bank. The last evil I shall mention ander this 
| head is that the Stock holders of a Bank are getting from 12 
|} to 18 per cent. per annum for their money out of the public, 
| thus enriching themselvrs and causing poverty to others; in 
| other words, a Bank renders the rich richer and the poor 
poorcr.

In this concern the Banks in large cities 
are principally instrumental, though the country Banks are 
| also subservient. I have above remarked that it was in the 
power of a Bank in the course of its business to accumulate 
the specie of the country in its vaults. Whenever a Bank has 
an accumulation of specie, and the Directors agrce that they 


can get along with less, they cella certain portion to brokers, | 


who again sell it to importers of foreign articles for remittan- 
| ces for their goods imported. It appears that the United 
| States Bank since its establishment has sold and exported the 
enormons amount of 40,000,000 of dollars in specic. That 
| which was to restore a healthful and sound currency has ex- 
ported and sold 40 millions of that which alone can render 
| 4 currency soand. And what has the United States Bank or 
} any other Bank given us in lieu of this specie ? why, nothing 
| but their bits of paper, their promises to pay, and it appears 
from their own showing that they have in their vaults only 10 
mlilions of specie to puy 30 millions. ‘This draining the 
country of its specie, its only sound and legitimate currency, 
will continue as long as the banks continue to issue their pa- 
| per in such great disproportion to their specie. Instead of 
| 3to 1, the lawful issue of paper, in the state of New York, is 
13 of paper to 1 of specie. This being the case, the importer 
| gets 10 tines as much more profit for his goods as he would 
| do, if there were no more paper issued than the law has pro- 
| vided for; ho therefore can well afford to pay a small premium 
| for specie to remit to his correspondents abroad, so long as 
| he has the privilege of paying for specie in Bank notcs. This 
| operation of Bank notes effectually destroys your tariff laws, 
for what avails it to lay on a duty of 40 or 50 per cent. on 
| importations, when, as I before said, the merchant can get 1000 
| per cent. profit for his goods, payable in Bank notes, more 
| than he could if specie alone were the circulating medium. 
| The foreign merchant then comes into your market with his 
| goods, gets a high price for them in Bank notes, which at a 
| sinall discount he exchanges for specie, and thus laughs at 
| your tariff. In fact the excessive issues of notes by the Banks 
| render our tariff of duties a dead letter. 
I might advert to the political influence of Banks on the 
| country. That they have an indirect influence on our elec- 
tions there are many reasons to suspect, and that the United 
States Bank in particular has interfered in the last Presiden. 
tialelection, has been most clearly proved. But I leave this 
part of the subject, and conclude by observing, that if there 
are advantages in banking that will counterbalance the evils 
I have mentioned, I should be glad to be informed of their exis- 
tence ; at present I amignorant of them. That the Banking 
system may assist and increase commercial enterprize, that it 
may help to build large cities and thus afferd employment to 
thousands of mechanics I admit, but the greatest of political 
economists adinit that large cities are the greatest nuisance to
